cyclic polyols, vaseline, a vegetable oil, and any mixture of 
these solvents. 

33. (new) The composition according to claim 23, 
wherein said cosmetically or pharmaceuticalally vector 
comprises a liposome. 

34. (new) The composition according to claim 23, 
wherein the active agent is beforehand absorbed on powdery 
organic polymers, mineral supports, talcs or bentonites . 
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35. (new) The composition according to claim 25, 
wherein said composition can take the form of an oil solution 
or emulsion chosen from oil-in-water emulsions, water-in-oil 
emulsions, or multiple emulsions. 

36. (new) The composition according to claim 25, 
wherein said composition can take the form of creams, 
suspensions, or powders, wherein said composition can also be 
more or less fluid or solid and can take the form of creams, 
lotions, milks, serums, ointments, gels, pastes, mousse, or 
sticks . 
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
